Obama  moves  to  penalize  Iraq  leaders  for  persecutions 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  The  US. 
Commission  on  International  Religious 
Freedom  (USCIRF)  commended  President 
Obama  for  issuing  sanctions  against 
Iranian  government  leaders  involved  in 
violations  of  religious  freedom  and  other 
human  rights. 

The  White  House  announced  Sept  29 
the  president’s  executive  order  authorizing 
sanctions  against  eight  senior  officials  in 
Iran’s  Islamic  regime  who,  based  on  credi¬ 
ble  evidence,  participated  in  "serious

3.  Be  sure  all  belongings  are  labeled. 

4.  For  infants,  leave  a  time  schedule  for  feeding. 

5.  Leave  the  children  no  earlier  than  15  minutes  before 
the  beginning  of  each  session,  and  pick  them  up  no  later 
than  15  minutes  after  the  close  of  the  session. 

Children  may  remain  in  the  preschool  area  during  the 
Convention  lunch  break  on  October  26,  if  parents  provide 
a  sack  lunch.

The 
announcement  today  by  the  United  States 
is  an  important  step  in  addressing  Iran's 
abysmal  human  rights  and  religious  free¬ 
dom  record." 

In  May,  USCIRF  cited  six  of  the  eight 
Iranians  named  in  Obama's  order  as  offi¬ 
cials  who  were  responsible  for  "egre¬ 
gious  religious  freedom  violations  in

The  commission  urged  Obama  to  extend 
sanctions  to  three  other  Iranian  authorities 
it  identified  as  human  rights  violators.  The 
White  House  said  the  list  of  those  penalized 
will  grow  as  it  gains  more  evidence. 

Iran  is  one  or  eight  "countries  of  particu¬ 
lar  concern/  a  designation  reserved  by  the 
State  Department  for  the  world's  worst  vio¬ 
lators  of  religious  freedom. 

Iran’s  regime  has  abused  human  rights 
for  more  than  three  decades,  USCIRF  said, 
and  its  weak  record  on  religious  liberty  has 
declined  further  in  the  last  year  This  has 
been  true  especially  in  regard  to  minorities 
such  as  Baha’is,  Christians  and  Sufi 
Muslims.  "JPJhyskaJ  attacks,  harassment 
detention,  arrests,  and  imprisonment 
{have]  intensified,"  according  to  the  com¬ 
mission.  "Even  the  recognized  non-Muslim 
religious  minorities  —  Jews,  Armenian  and 
Assyrian  Christians,  and  Zoroastrians  — 
protected  under  Iran's  constitution  faced 
increasing  discrimination  and  repression," 
USCIRF  reported.

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Each  generation  of  Americans  blessed  with 
the  privilege  of  suffrage  has  likely  had 
occasion  to  believe  that  their  votes  were 
crucial  to  the  future  of  the  Republic.  Given  the 
many  political  crossroads  we  have  confronted 
in  our  short  history,  they  were  probably  right 
There  was  the  fateful  election  of  i860, 
when  the  elevation  of  Abraham  Lincoln  to  the 
U  S.  presidency  brought  to  a  deadly  climax 
one  of  the  most  contentious  and  destructive 
issues  to  have  ever  faced  the  coun- 
try.  The  ultimate  result  was  the 
bloodiest  conflict  in  which  the  U.S. 
has  ever  been  involved  and,  sadly, 
it  was  among  ourselves. 

Not  as  historically  well-known 
is  the  election  of  1864,  which 
returned  Lincoln  to  power  but  also 
propelled  Andrew  Johnson, 

Lincoln's  vice-president,  into  the 
presidency  when  Lincoln  was 

assassinated.  Johnson's  hardball 
political  bungling  of  Reconstruc¬ 
tion  is  considered  by  many  histori¬ 
ans  as  having  set  the  stage  for  more  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  years  of  the  worst  kind  of  divisiveness  in  our 
public  discourse. 

In  1932,  destitute  American  voters  elected 

Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  who  promised  to  pull  the 

country  back  from  the  brink  of  economic  and  social 
Many  students  of  the  era  credit  Roosevelt  with  doing 
Just  'that  while  others  believe  his  heavy-handedness  pro¬ 
longed  the  Great  Depression  and  its  hardships. 

Ether  way,  most  people  would  agree  that  his  dymetic  reign  as 
president  changed  the  country  in  ways  that  are  still  with  us  today. 

Elections  have  consequences.  Elections  in  a  democratic 
Republic  like  the  United  States  have  eonsequ 
for  a  long  time  Our  generation  has  just  suai 
us  in  a  few  short  weeks. 

Nothing  as  monumental  as  slavery,  or  the  rebuilding  of  a 
war-ravaged  country,  or  the  last-chance  economic  revitaliza¬ 
tion  of  die  world  is  on  the  ballot  this  time,  but  November  2  will 
indeed  b*  fui  election  that  could  well  determine  the 

future  of  this  country.

At 
times,  music  has  been  the 
source  of  unification  for  the 
people  of  God  and  at  other 
times,  it  has  separated  the 
people  of  God.  ^ 

It  is  not  unusual  in  the 
same  congregation  for  me 
to  run  into  someone  who 
has  total  contempt  for  con¬ 
temporary  Christian  music, 
and  on  the  other  side  I  may 
meet  someone  whose  emo¬ 
tional  engine  is  revved  up 
and  they  are  testy  about  tra¬ 
ditional  music.  While  it 
would  be  impossible  to 
solve  all  of  these  situations 
in  this  one  article,  or  in  a 
book,  or  in  volumes  of 
books,  let  me  just  make 
some  observations  that  may 
be  helpful  to  all  of  us. 

One  observation  it  dim¬ 
ply  this  that  every  song 
ever  written  or  composed  is 
contemporary  at  the  time  it 
is  written.  I  know  that 
sounds  simple  but  many 
people  who  want  to  hold  on 
to  the  old  traditional  music 
forget  that  the  old  tradition¬ 
al  things  themselves  often 
went  through  a  period  of 
trials  and  tribulations  from 
those  who  rejected  them.  To 
study  hymnology  and 
examine  some  of  the  songs 
that  we  treasure  is  to  find 
that  some  of  them  were  not 
warmly  welcomed  in  their 
early  days  because  of  the 
text  or  the  music  that 
wrapped  itself  around  the 
text.  They  were  contempo¬ 
rary  songs. 

At  one  time  in  church  his¬ 
tory,  there  were  those  who 
argued  that  only  the  Psalms 
from  the  Bible  were  to  be 
used.  That  in  itself  creates 
problems.  Are  you  going  to 
sing  the  Psalms  as  they  were 
written  in  Hebrew,  or  a

translation  in  English  or 
other  tongues?  What  tune 
would  you  use,  since  we  do 
not  actually  know  the  tunes 
or  the  musical  patterns  by 
which  they  were  sungr 
While  every  song  is  contem¬ 
porary  when  it  is  written, 
there  are  some  that  are  being 
called  contemporary  hymns 
today  that  are  absolutely 
magnificent.  Because  they 
are  contemporary,  some 
people  reject  them  and  will 
not  embrace  them.  That  is  a 
tragic  mistake. 

Whether  you  like  contem¬ 
porary  music  or  not,  it  is 
hard  to  imagine  that  anyone 
with  any  heart  for  music 
and  any  heart  for  God 
would  not  be  blessed  to  the 
max  as  a  hymn  like.  In 
Christ  Alone,  is  sung  or  pre¬ 
sented.  I  do  not  know  of  a 
song  of  any  generation  that 
ptwents  the  Gospel,  the  glo¬ 
rified  Christ  and  is  such  a 
wonderful  encouragement 
to  the  saints,  any  more  than 
this  modem  hymn. 

A  second  observation  that 
l  would  make  is  that  every 
hymnbook  —  and  1  think 
that  I  have  sung  through  all 
of  them  since  the  1940  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  Broadman  hymn- 
book  —  has  had  additions 
and  deletions.  If  you  go  back 
and  look  at  those  nymn- 
books,  you  just  have  to  say 
that  you  are  glad  they  left 
that  song  out  or  glad  that 
they  adaed  others.  As  with 
every  age,  there  are  new 
musical  pieces  that  will 
stand  the  test  of  time  and  be

appreciated  and  used  for 
years  to  come.  Other  pieces 
will  be  lost  to  any  significant 
role  in  a  matter  of  years. 
That  is  just  the  way  it  is. 

That  brings  me  to  anoth¬ 
er  observation,  and  that  is 
that  in  time  all  songs 
whether  hymns  or  praise 
songs  can  become  tradi¬ 
tional.  In  another  decade  or 
two,  many  of  the  folks 
singing  some  of  today's 
contemporary  songs  will 
resent  the  fact  that  they 
have  been  replaced  by  other 
tunes  and  they  will  wish  for 
the  good  ole  days.  They 
may  struggle  with  the  con¬ 
temporary  nature  of  the 
songs  in  the  year  2020. 

Those  observations  led 
me  to  some  conclusions 
about  what,  why,  and  how 
we  sing  in  our  churches.  In 
the  words  of  the  Psalmist, 
"Selah"  at  the  end  of  a 
psalm  probably  carried  the 
weight  of  something  like, 
"Think  about  this,"  or  "Stop 
and  reflect  on  what  you  just 
said  or  sang."  It  is  not  what 
you  are  singing  so  much  as 
it  is  to  whom  or  about 
whom  you  are  singing. 
Stated  another  way,  if  you 
and  I  are  not  focused  on  the 
Lord  and  either  praising 
Him  or  proclaiming  Him, 
we  are  focused  on  the 
wrong  thing.  It  does  not 
matter  if  you  cringe  and 
shiver  over  your  dislike  for 
some  contemporary  song  or 
if  you  develop  a  severe 
bellyache  because  some¬ 


thing  is  too  traditional. 
Look  beyond  just  the  struc¬ 
tural  expression  and  see  if  it 
points  you  to  the  Lord. 

Another  take-away  for  us 
is  to  keep  in  mind  that 
whether  it  is  music ,  ushering 
preaching,  teaching  a  Sunday 
School  class,  participating  in 
a  committee  meeting,  or 
making  a  telephone  call , 
attitude  is  vitally  important. 
Oftentimes  attitude  can  be 
more  important  than  the 
actual  activity.  It  is  not  just 
the  quality  of  the  music  that 
is  of  utmost  significance,  but 
the  condition  of  the  heart. 

A  final  note  to  keep  in 
mind  as  you  sing  is  that 
music  is  a  great  and  won¬ 
derful  vehicle  given  to  us  by 
God  to  be  used  as  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  our  hearts  and  for 
communication  of  the  mes¬ 
sage  of  Jesus.  Music  is  not 
to  oe  a  battleground  of  the 
saints.  Music  is  somewhat 
like  the  manger  holding  the 
sweet  baby  Jesus.  It  is  not 
the  most  important  thing 
there  though  it  is  important, 
for  it  cradles  the  great  trea¬ 
sure  of  God.  When  the  choir 
sings  Sunday,  or  the  Praise 
Team  leads  out,  or  the  wor¬ 
ship  leader  encourages  you 
to  Join  in,  ask  the  Lora  to 
help  you  get  a  grip. 
Regardless  or  where  you 
have  been,  try  to  avoid  hav¬ 
ing  contempt  for  the  con¬ 
temporary  or  being  testy 
about  the  traditional.  If  vou 
can  focus  on  and  get  to  God, 
virtually  everything  else 
will  fade  intoimtgni ficanor
